Anabaptiſts of late, that *tis unlawful in any caſe 
to puniſh Chriſtians with Death; yet the Jus vi- 
tt & Necis, The Power of Life and Death,which 
the Patriarchs of old wanted not, Soveraign 
Princes have by the Law ot Nature juſtly chal-

claim to it by the Poſitive Law of God, ſince 
'twas one. of the ſeven Precepts to Noah, That

Nor has our holy Religion or its bleſſed Au- 


| thor Jeſus any ways clip'd the natural "_— of 


Kings, but has in this very particular confirm'd 


it, when he that was Truth it ſelf did ſay, All narth. 26. 52; 
| they that take the Sword, i.e. without lawful Com- 


miſſion, ſhall periſh by the Sword. 
Much more I could fetch from Scripture, but 

I ſuppoſe this ſufficient to juſtifie the Soveraign 
Princes claim to the Jus Gladii, the Power of 
the Sword, which is more neceſſary for us Sub- 
jets to know in order to our patient ſubmit- 
ting to it, than to enquire after his Duty in the
